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Yager supports 
housing limit 


County Supervisor David Yager of 
Montecito told the board of Supervisors 
this morning that he hopes the board will 
give the green light to a proposed hous­ 
ing limitation ordinance which he said 
could be placed before voters at a coun- 
tywide advisory election in June, 1978. 


Yager, at a work session with the 
board attended by his 20-member or­ 
dinance committee, explained that while 
the proposed ordinance was designed at 
this time to apply only to the south coast 
unincorporated area, impact would be 
felt in the city and county areas 
throughout North County as well. Yager 
said he particularly felt that Santa Ynez 
Valley “should be given an option to 
come in on the plan” if adopted by the 
board. Yager and members of his com­ 
mittee explained at the two-hour session 
that the policy plan agreed on would set 
up housing priorities to multiple rather 


than single family units and would also 
give emphasis to low-cost housing. High 
density area could be filled in first with 
suburban and rural areas having lower 
priorities. 
The final draft of a policy outline of the 
housing limitation ordinance as shown 
the board today doesn’t contain any 
growth rate figure or set any allocation 
figures, it was shown, with the feeling 
that such figures could be worked out in 
an ordinance if_the plan should reach 
that stage. 
While Yager’s fellow south coast 
supervisors appeared on the whole in­ 
terested but noncommital concerning 
the plan, Supervisors Robert Hedlund of 
Lompoc and Harrell Fletcher of Santa 
Maria, board chairman, asked searching 
questions which seemed to indicate skep­ 
ticism that such a plan would meet the 
immediate and pressing housing needs in 
the county. 
Terms of Watergate 
threesome reduced 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Judge John 
Sirica today reduced the jail terms of 
Watergate prisoners John Mitchell, H R. 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman to one 
year. 
Sirica’s decision meant Ehrlichman 
would be eligible for parole after Oct. 28, 
and Mitchell and Haldeman are eligible 
next June. 
His decision came after the only 
Watergate figures still imprisoned con­ 
fessed via tape recordings their remorse 
and contrition over having participated 
in America’s worst political scandal. 
The original sentences of 30 months to 
8 years in prison were reduced to 1-4 
years, after Sirica listened to impas­ 
sioned pleas for immediate freedom 
from the men who were once Richard 
Nixon’s top aides. 
Mitchell, who says he may need his 
arthritic hip surgically replaced, 
declared his “considerable remorse and 
distress’’ over his part in Watergate. 
Haldeman called the scandal a 
"tragedy,” and said he felt “very real 
remorse." 
Ehrlichman told Sirica, “I abdicated 
my moral judgments.” 
In an unusual order, Sirica had the 
three men interviewed by a probation 
department official, and the tapes of the 
interviews were played in a federal court 
hearing on their request to have their 
sentences reduced to time already 
served. 
The three were convicted Jan. 1, 1975, 
of perjury, obstruction of justice and 
conspiracy in the Watergate cover-up. 
Ehrlichman. Nixon’s domestic affairs 
adviser, began his sentence Oct. 10,1976, 
at the federal prison camp in Safford, 
Ariz. 


Haldeman, former White House chief 
of staff, started his term June 21 at Lom­ 
poc, Calif. 


Mitchell, Nixon's attorney general and 
campaign director, began his sentence 
the following day at Maxwell Air Force 
Base. Ala. 


“I was truly sorry for and regretted 
those actions of mine that resulted in my 
conviction,” Mitchell said. He added * 
that since the trial his reflections "have 
led me to considerable remorse and dis­ 
tress." 


Neither Mitchell’s nor Ehrlichman’s 
voice contained any of the defiance and 
contempt that both exhibited during the 
14-week trial. As was the case during the 
trial, Haldeman’s voice reflected less 
emotion than that of his colleagues. 
Ehrlichman, who has served almost a 
year in jail, said it was "an exaggerated 
sense of my obligation to do as I was bid­ 
den without exercising my independent 
judgment" that got him into trouble. 


“Looking back there were all kinds of 
red flags and had I been wiser I certainly 
would have checked out when I realized I 
was in a moral dilemma," Ehrlichman 
said. 
“I abdicated my moral judgments and 
turned them over to somebody else.” 
Haldeman, who like Mitchell, began 
serving his sentence June 20, said he felt 
"very real remorse.” 
Speaking of the Watergate scandal, 
Haldeman said, “I realize the damage it 
has done to the nation and I will carry 
the rest of my life the burden of knowing 
that my 
acts contributed to that 
tragedy.” 
Stand won’t affect 
state's gay teachers

The U.S. Supreme Court yesterday let 
stand a Washington state court ruling 
that a teacher may be fired solely for be­ 
ing a homosexual, but will not affect 
California’s legal approach to admitted­ 
ly gay teachers. 
"A California teacher cannot be dis­ 
m issed for non-crim inal, private 
homosexual conduct unless the conduct 
is shown to be hostile to the welfare of 
the school community,” as the Califor­ 
nia School Law Digest states. 
California’s 1975 “Consenting Adults” 
act decriminalized homosexual activity 
between consenting adults. As a result, 
state school boards lost the authority to 
deny employment to known homosex­ 
uals. 
However, the state Education Code 
does not explicitly ban discrimination on 
the basis of sexual preference. 
“California still has plenty of protec­ 
tion against the advocacy of homosex­ 
uality in the classroom,” an attorney for 
the Department of Education said today. 
“Districts don’t have to tolerate that at 
all.” 
The attorney, Roger Wolfertz, said a 
known gay teacher may be dismissed if 
he or she engages in homosexual activity 
in public, if the homosexuality causes 
such notoriety as to decrease teaching 
effectiveness, if the teacher’s actions 
are "shown to pose a threat to pupils,” 
or if the teacher promotes a homosexual 
lifestyle in the classroom. 
The burden of proving that a teacher is 
“ineffective” or “threatening” because 
of homosexuality rests with the school 
district 
The school board has to show a connec­ 
tion between homosexual conduct and 
teacher effectiveness, Wolfertz said, 
even if, for example, the teacher has or 
had been arrested for soliciting a 
partner. 
In the case the Supreme Court refused 


to hear yesterday, James M. Gaylord, a 
Tacoma, Wash, social studies teacher, 
was dismissed by the local school board 
after admitting he was homosexual, not 
because of any particular act. 
The court also refused to hear the case 
of a New Jersey teacher who was sent by 
a school board to a psychiatrist after 
becoming president of the state Gay Ac­ 
tivist Alliance. 
In Lompoc, district policy states that 
the school board must treat applicants 
and employes “without regard to race, 
creed, color, national origin, handicap, 
sex or age,” with some exceptions con­ 
nected with Affirmative Action policies. 
The Lompoc Education Association, 
exclusive bargaining agent for LUSD 
teachers, had proposed a non­ 
discrimination statement for inclusion in 
the recently negotiated teacher-district 
contract. 
The statement would have bound the 
school board not to discriminate against 
any teacher on the basis of “sexual 
orientation,” among other items. 
The entire non-discrimination clause, 
however, was exclude * from the con­ 
tract. as the district argued that these 
matters did not fall within the legal 
scope of collective bargaining. 


Agency board 
moves toward 
water ballot

The County Water Agency board of 
directors reaffirmed Monday its inten­ 
tion of placing the State Water Project 
bond issue on the November, 1978, ballot. 
The board — comprised of the five 
county supervisors and headed by Super­ 
visor Robert Hedlund, of Lompoc — also 
approved having the county take steps to 
assume lead agency role to set up a 
master environmental impact report 
(EIR). 
Staff was directed to contact county 
water d istricts and other water 
purveyors interested in obtaining State 
Project water how duplication in making 
up various EIRs by purveyors could be 
avoided. 
Agency directors also decided to have 
separate sessions the second and fourth 
Tuesdays each month at 9 a.m. to give 
special attention to key developments 
emerging in the county’s complicated 
water picture. 


In addition, the board will hold all-day 
in-depth water study sessions on the 
county’s first-phase water program Dec. 
13-14 starting at 9 a.m. each day. The 
sessions will be held in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building in Santa Barbara. 
The board endorsed a proposal by At­ 
torney Stanley Hatch, counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, that water purveyors should be 
urged to set up their own coordinating 
council to deal with the county. 


“Otherwise, you would run into an un­ 
manageable situation,” he stated. 
Supervisor William Wallace, of 
Goleta, warned of “incredible hangups” 
if each purveyor had to go forward with 
EIRs spearately and independently. 


Supervisor David Yager, of Montecito, 
warned of the “confusion” lying ahead 
for a November, 1978, ballot which could 
have voters trying to decide on the 
county split proposition along with 
funding state supplemental water for the 
present county. 
“It boggles the mind to think of it — 
particularly if one fails and the other 
succeeds,” he stated. 
But Board Chairman Harrell Fletcher, 
of Santa Maria, said he felt such com­ 
plexities shouldn’t stop the county from 
“getting on with the election.” 
Fletcher defended the reports issuing 
from the office of Charles Lawrance. the 
Water Agency’s engineer-manager This 
came after Dr. Linda Phillips, of the 
Goleta County Water District, charged 
Lawrance was evidently “overworked' 
as his reports pertaining to the Goleta 
district were not accurate. 
Dr. Phillips also said Lawrance was 
expressing his own opinions on the need 
for State water and feared they might in­ 
fluence staff reports. 
Fletcher replied he felt Lawrance was 
"unbiased.” 
Earlier, Supervisor Wallace informed 
the board he felt every effort should be 
made to prepare the way for a 
November, 1978 bond election as "this is­ 
sue has dragged on for years and con­ 
tinues to stymie proper water planning 
in this county.” 
He pointed to water moratoriums in 
Goleta, Summerland and Montecito and 
“overdrafts in Orcutt and Santa Maria’ 
as the result of improper water planning. 
Wallace said he felt a master EIR 
should be completed before the election, 
although the county counsel’s office said 
an EIR is exempt for bond issues.

It was in the view of many observers, 
Ron Boggs' finest moment. Elbowing his 
way through the audience that packed 
the Planning Commission chambers, 
Boggs paused and then announced: 
“Ladies and gentlemen, this meeting is 
at an end." 
The audience was stunned into silence; 
the sea of faces in front of him, frozen 
for one long moment in twisted disbelief. 
Melodrama? Grandstanding? No, 
neither. Boggs was merely doing his job 
as the city fire marshal. In simple 
terms there were too many people in the 
old city hall upstairs meeting room, too 
many for safety's sake, too many for 
regulations People filled every seat, 
stood uncomfortably in the aisles and 
jammed the stairs every foot of the way 
from the meeting chamber to the ground 
floor. 
There were a few minutes of hesitation 
and then a scramble for the large city 
hall auditorium Boggs stayed for a few 
moments and then departed, his duty dis­ 
charged. The commonwealth secure. 
The upstairs meeting room is no longer 
used for general meetings 
Years ago, perhaps in more innocent 
times, a string of small taverns dotted 
both sides of West Ocean Avenue. In the 
best of times, a bartender could expect 
10 or 15 customers at any one time in a 
night, maybe as many as 30, but no more 
Then came the advent of the topless 
dancer. 
Lompoc Batt. Fin? Chief Ronald Reid 
who is now the fire marshal recalled the 
change the other day during an inter­ 
view. “Some of those little taverns were 
wall-to-wall people,” he said. 
The accelerated patronage brought 
forth another fact of life: It came with a 
price tag attached to it. Meeting places 
including the friendly neighborhood 
bar—any public meeting place that 
caters to 50 or more people at any one 
time—must have panic hardware on the 
exit doors; standard-sized exit signs; 
flame proof curtains; exit doors that 
open outward; properly maintained fire 
extinguishers; special arrangements for 
the use of candles; and the safety feature 
that figured in Boggs closing down the 
planning commission meeting: load 
limit properly posted for every bar, 
restaurant, auditorium or other public 
meeting place, computed on the basis of 
so many square feet of floor space per 
person. 
...In a word, all of the features that 


make the recent tragic fire in the Bever­ 
ly Hills country club in Kentucky unlike­ 
ly in the City of Lompoc in Reid’s view. 
Readers may recall that more than 100 
persons died in a fire that swept the club 
during the height of weekend festivities. 
Charges were leveled later that the Ken­ 
tucky restaurant was a fire trap because 
fundamental safety measures had been 
ignored by the owners. 
The special requirements imposed on 
public meeting places in California are 
not cheap. One tavern operator, ac­ 
cording to Reid, got everything ready for 
opening a bar at a new location, only to 
find that he had to revamp his exit doors. 
He found that the panic hardware that 
was available didn’t fit the doors. The 
only solution: new doors. With the other 
requirements, that meant an unexpected 
bill for about 8800 Reid says the special 
door hardware permits the door to open 
if someone should fall or lean against it. 
17131 was a feature that was reportedly 
absent on at least one exit door in the 
Kentucky night club fire. Reid figures 
the safety of the improvement is worth 
the price. State law requires it and Lom­ 
poc Fire Department enforces the law. 
Public meeting places in the City of 
Lompoc are governed by Title 19 of the 
California Administrative Code on 
Public Safety. 
Representatives of Lompoc Fire 
D e p a r tm e n t in s p e c t ail bars, 
auditoriums and other public meeting 
places once a year on a formal basis, and 
more often if there is any hint that the 
load limit stipulations are being ex­ 
ceeded. Reid said. It is not unusual for 
the battalion chief on duty to make a sur­ 
prise inspection, particularly at bars and 
other places that occasionally attract 
large gatherings. Boggs’ dramatic action 
at the planning commission meeting was

an example. 
Reid was hardpressed for an example, 
but he said that years ago, politics oc­ 
casionally affected the enforcement of 
fire safety standards. "That hasn’t hap­ 
pened for years now,” he said. 
There’s nothing to prevent a tavern 
operator from exceeding the posted limit 
for attendance at a given moment, but if 
he’s caught, Reid said, he’ll face a mis­ 
demeanor charge in court. Conviction 
for violating some of the terms of the 
law brings only a small fine, but there 
are other hazards for the unscrupulous 
or innattentive operator: If a death or in­ 
jury should occur during a fire, accom­ 
panied by overcrowding, the operator 
could face felony charges. And in the 
case of an establishment dispensing 
alcoholic beverage, the operator could 
face the suspension of his liquor license. 
The Alcoholic Beverage Control agency 
can slap a three to five day suspension on 
an operator for a wide variety of abuses. 
Overcrowding or other infractions are 
severely dealt with. 
Reid recalls that one bar operator ac­ 
tually placed a bolt and chain across a 
rear exit door, thus nullifying the saving 
nature of the panic hardware. Reid said 
the bartender told him that bar patrons 
were surreptiousiy opening the rear door 
to admit underage patrons, 
Reid told the bartender to remove the 
chain immediately or that the bar would 
be closed down, forthwith. The bartender 
complied. In more recent times, ac­ 
cording to Reid, that same bartender 
was so concerned with the gravity of 
meeting the load limit requirements that 
he stationed a guard at the front door. 
When the load limit is reached, the guard 
declares a moratorium and admits new­ 
comers, only when a previous patron has 
departed. 
Reid has had his own confrontations 
with the operators of large public 
meeting places. He recalls that he went 
into the city’s civic auditorium one night 
during a theatrical presentation and 
noted theatergoers sitting on movable 
chairs that had been set up in the aisles. 
Armed with state law and city or­ 
dinance not to mention a goodly supply of 
common sense, Reid acted Clear the ai­ 
sles, he told the show’s officials or face 
an immediate close down. The operator 
saw Reid meant business and the aisles 
were cleared 
There has never been a death or 
serious injury as a result of a fire in 
Lompoc’s public meeting places and 
Reid is determined to keep it that way.

Boeing workers 
join national strike, 
picket at VAFB 


SEATTLE (UPI) - Nearly 24,000 
members of International Machinists 
and Aerospace Workers went on strike 
againt the giant Boeing Co. early today 
and the union’s chief negotiator 
predicted the walkout would halt produc­ 
tion on Boeing’s jetliners. 
Wages were the central issue in the 
dispute. The union is seeking a 10 per 
cent pay hike in each year of a three- 
year contract, but the IAM says the com­ 
pany offered only 3 per cent each year. 
The first evidence of the strike came 
at 12:01 a m local time in Wichita, Kan., 
where 3,395 members of IAM District 
Lodge 70 walked off the job. The strike 
spread to Boeing’s home plant near Seat­ 
tle two hours later. 
Boeing officials at Vandenberg AFB 
this morning refused to disclose how 
many workers had joined the national 
strike. But, at 8 a.m. today, 15 picketers 
were counted at the main gate of the 
base. 
The only statement the company would 
release was that “they are giving all nor­ 
mal support to VAFB functions.” 
Questioned two weeks ago about a pos­ 
sible strike, a Boeing representative at 
Vandenberg said he would have "no 
idea” how many workers might be in­ 
volved at the local facility. 
“We are not a closed shop here and 
therefore we do not know who belongs 
and who doesn't belong to the union,” he 
said. 
Boeing employs approximately 300 
persons including management, basical­ 
ly in the Minuteman missile program at 
Vandenberg. 
Al Schultz, chief negotiator for the 
23,800 IAM members, warned “It could 
be a long strike.” Schultz also predicted 
the walkout would shut down production 
of Boeing’s 707, 727, 737 and 747 jetliners, 
but a company spokesman said Boeing 
would attempt to keep its facilities open.

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Indira Gandhi freed 
as thousands cheer 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
Former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, arrested Monday on 
co rru p tio n c h a r g e s, w as 
released from custody today, 
and thousands of cheering, 
dancing supporters mobbed her 
as she left the courthouse. 
Magistrate Ripu Sudan Dayal 
told a packed courtroom there 
was "no reasonable ground to 
order the detention of the ac­ 
cused. I order release." 
Spectators greeted the ruling 
with shouts of "Indira Gandhi 
Zindabad (Long live Indira 
Gandhi)!” 
Outside, riot police fired tear 
gas to scatter a crowd of thou- 
s a n d s who m o b b ed th e 
courthouse in central New 
Delhi in a show of support for 
Mrs. Gandhi. They chanted and 
danced wildly in the streets. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s two sons, their 
wives, aides and police officials 
pushed the crwod aside so that 


she could get to her waiting car. 
Hours before she appeared 
b e fo r e th e m a g i s t a r t e , 
hundreds of men and women 
thronged the court premises 
and thousands of others stood 
on the streets and in the lanes to 
await the ruling. 
Commenting on the ruling, a 
Home Ministry spokesman said 
Mrs. Gandhi’s release did not 
mean that the charges against 
her had been withdrawn. 
He said the government still 
intended to press the case and 
would probably seek to have the 
m agistrate's release order 
overturned by a higher court. 
Mrs. Gandhi, 59, who lost last 
March’s elections to Morarji 
Desai, was arrested Monday 
along with four members of her 
old cabinet on charges of cor­ 
ruption in her administration. 
She said the charges were 
political and refused to post 
bail. 
Steel industry 
welcomes decision 


United Press International 
A tentative Treasury Depart­ 
ment finding that Japanese 
steelmakers have been improp­ 
erly marketing their products 
in the United S ta te s w as 
welcomed today by both the 
nation’s steel industry and the 
United Steelworkers union. 


Both industry and union 
spokesmen said they saw the 
move as a step forward in the 
battle to stem imports. 


"We are encouraged by the 
Treasury Department’s deci­ 
sion." Bethlehem Steel Corp 
Chairman Louis W. Foy, said 
after the Treasury Department 
announced Monday it tentative­ 
ly determined that five Jap a­ 
nese f i r m s have been "dum ­ 
ping” carbon steel plate — 
marketing it in the United 
States "at prices below cost of 
production.” 


Bethlehem, the nation’s No. 2 
producer, and other American 
steelmakers have blamed m as­ 
sive layoffs in recent months on 
foreign competition and strict 
pollution regulations. 
The ruling was the govern­ 
ment’s first on dumping com­ 
plaints filed against Japanese 
ste e lm a k e rs by A m erican 
firms. The Japanese sold $174 
million worth of steel plate in 
the United States last year, 
more than 70 per cent of the im­ 
ports. 
Carbon steel plate is used in 
the manufacture of ship hulls, 
bridges and buildings requiring 
heavy structural steel. 
"We believe it (the decision) 
will help promote fair trade.” 
Foy said. "A s we have said for 
some time, we are not looking 
for favors from the government 
— merely for the strict enforce­ 
ment of existing trade laws,”

National health insurance 
need warned by Califano 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Even financially comfortable 
persons soon will be unable to 
afford the rising cost of health 
care, HEW Secretary Joseph 
Califano said today. 
“ Our people need national 
health insurance," he said. 
"Even the affluent cannot af­ 
ford the high cost of health care 
much longer.” 
Opening a day-long meeting 
on national health insurance is­ 
sues, Califano said the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare has made no deci­ 
sions on details of the national 
health plan it will recommend 
to President Carter. 
Carter is expected to send a 
health insurance proposal to 
Congress early next year. 
"Although the term means 
different things to different 
people one thing is certain — 
national health insurance is go­ 
ing to affect every man, woman 
and child in this country, every 
doctor, every hospital, every 
nursing home and clin ic," 
Califano said. 
The HEW secretary returned 
recently from a trip to Canada 
to study that country’s national 
health care plan. He plans 
future health insurance study 
trips to West Germany, Eng­ 
land and possibly Italy. 
Califano said the public has

indicated it wants national 
health insurance, the health 
care industry has indicated its 
willingness to participate, and 
Congress is ready to debate the 
issue. 
For 26 million Americans, 
poor health carries an unusual­ 
ly heavy price tag. They don’t 
have health insurance. 
Self-employed, unemployed, 
marginally employed, students 
or in such poor health they can’t 
qualify, these Americans have 
neither private insurance nor 
access to public programs like 
Medicare for the aged and dis­ 
abled or M edicaid for the 
needy. 
Most come from fam ilies 
with annual incomes of less 


than $10,UU0. 
While 8 million of them have 
other sources of aid like the 
Veterans Administration, the 
other 18 million are totally 
without protection against the 
soaring costs of health care, the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare says.

Brown plans 
natural gas 
mission 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
California needs continued sup­ 
plies of natural gas from the 
western Canadian provinces, 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
said Monday, and he plans to go 
to Canada himself to nail down 
contracts. 


Brown said he would leave 
soon to confer with heads of 
provincial governments "to 
make sure we get all the gas we 
need because we’re in competi­ 
tion with other states. 


"T h ere is excess gas in 
Alberta right now and we need 
to negotiate new contracts 
because it means bread and 
butter dollars and cents jobs in 
California. 


‘‘California now gets 25 per 
cent of its gas from Canada 
through a pipeline that connects 
that country and California, and 
our contracts are running out. 


" I ’m not talking about the gas 
that will be p.ped from Alaska 
through Canada to the United 
States, a project that may not 
be completed for the next five 
to eight years." Brown told an 
interviewer. "What I’m talking 
about is the gas th at’s in 
Canada right now and con­ 
trolled by the provin cial 
governments."

Inclusion of the additional 
workers — which the Senate bill 
says nothing about — would ex­ 
tend mandatory Social Security 
coverage to almost every group 
of workers. Only the military 
would remain outside. The 
committee calls it "universal 
coverage." 
The proposal is highly con­ 
troversial. 
Federal and postal workers’ 
unions have opposed being 
forced to join, fearing their 
members will get less benefits 
than they receive under their 
own plans. 
The American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Em ployes has favored the 
proposal. But groups represent­ 
ing state, county and local 
governments are opposed As 
employers, they would have to 
pay Social Security taxes to the 
federal government. 
The date 1982 was a com­ 
promise between those who 
wanted to make the change in 
1980 others who proposed 1984 
and still others who said never. 
State, local and non-profit 
workers and those who employ 
them now have a ch oice 
whether to be in or out of Social 
Security. About 70 per cent of 
state and local workers and 90 
per cent of those in non-profit 
groups are in the system volun­ 
tarily. 
Under the House bill, state 
and local employe units, once in 
Social Security no longer would 
have the option to withdraw.

Ford, on a visit back to his 
home state, said, "In my opi­ 
nion. if we don’t get a SALT II 
agreem ent, you’re going to 
have a resumption of the arms 
race. 
"And if you have a resump­ 
tion of the strategic arm s race, 
with bigger missiles, more ac­ 
curate missiles, et cetera, the 
potential of a nuclear holocaust 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union increases.” 
In the first of six speeches at 
Michigan colleges this week, 
Ford said Carter should seek a 
balance between the nation’s 
welfare and its demands for 
human rights in other nations.

of the country’s adult popula­ 
tion. 
Occasionally wiping his face 
with a handkerchief, Brezhnev 
said the 20-year anniversary of 


the launch of Sputnik on Oct. 4. 
1957. underscored the superiori­ 
ty of the socialist system. 
The special session of the 
Supreme Soviet was expected 
to unanimously vote the new 
constitution into law by Friday. 
Brezhnev appeared fit and 
healthy as he launched into the 
two-hour-long report to the na­ 
tion on the new constitution. 
The 1,517 parliamentarians 
gave him a standing ovation as 
he strode to the massive dark 
wood podium decorated with a 
hammer and sickle superim­ 
posed on a globe 
The Soviet leader noted the 
new constitution had aroused 
foreign comment. 
"Particularly virulent were 
attacks on provisions dealing 
with the rights, freedoms and 
duties of Soviet citizens,” he 
said. 
Western capitalists had sin­ 
gled out for criticism provi­ 
sions in the draft which state 
that "the exercise of rights and 
freedoms by citizens should not 
be prejudicial to the interests of 
society and the state,” Brezh­ 
nev said 
But the Soviet leader said the 
provisions "fully correspond to 
major international documents 
including the Universal Decla­ 
ration of Human Rights adopt­ 
ed by the United Nations.” 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Legislation to overhaul federal 
labor law, drafted by the AFL- 
CIO and endorsed by President 
Carter, is generating the most 
tenacious test of wills between 
labor and business on Capitol 
Hill in many years. 
The House was scheduled to 
begin debate on the bill today, 
with both sides predicting they 
would prevail. A filibuster was 
expected when the Senate takes 
up the measure sometime next 
year. 
The bill — No. 1 item on 
labor’s legislative agenda this 
year — would crack down on 
employers who persistently 
violate labor law. Many also 
view it as an organizing tool to 
reverse the recent decline in 
union membership. 
Both labor and management 
have mounted ambitious lobby­ 
ing campaigns reminiscent of 
earlier congressional battles 
over labor law bills: Taft- 
H artley in the 1940s and 
Landrum-Griffin in the 1950s 
"This has been our most com­ 
prehensive lobbying effort 
ever, and we’ve faced the 
toughest opposition,” said the 
AFL-CIO’s A1 Zack. "Obviously 
it is going to be close and 
tough ” 
The A FL-CIO has spent 
$800,000 lobbying for the bill, 
and nearly 400 corporations 
have banded together to fight it 
under a loosely knit coalition 
known as the "National Action 
Committee.” 
Labor enters the fight with a 
dismal record this year. Busi­ 
ness intends to use the same 
strategy on this legislation that 
successfully defeated or weak­ 
ened several other key labor 
bills earlier. 
About 250 amendments were 
offered, half of them by the 
leading opponents — Republi­ 
can Reps John Erlenborn. 111., 
and John Ashbrook, Ohio. 
"They are trying to make this 
into a circus,” a labor official 
said. 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
With anger and bitter words, 
with rhetoric and a show of 
parliamentary power, yet with 
touches of humor, the Senate 
ended its two-week filibuster 
and set the stage for a com­ 
promise on natural gas pricing. 
"We had the rug pulled out 
from under u s," said Sen. 
Jam es Abourezk. D-S D., as he 
and fellow filibusterer Howard 
Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, called off 
their delaying tactics Monday 
night. 
The la te st com pro m ise, 
proposed after the Senate 
cleared away the filibuster, is 
by Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash.. chairman of the Senate 


Edison windmill 
power approved 


ROSEMEAD (UPI) - Power 
generated by windmills and 
waterfalls may now be tied into 
Southern California Edison Co. 
lines as a supplementary source 
of electricity. 
The C a l i f o r n i a 
Pu b l i c 
Utilities Commission Monday 
approved Edison’s request that 
would allow small residential 
and commercial customers to 
hook up their homemade power 
sources to the utility’s regular 
service. 
"Wind can blow up a storm 
when it’s not needed — and not 
enough at other tim es,” an 
Edison spokesman said. The 
agreement allows customers to 
draw electricity from either 
homemade devices or from 
Edison. 


Energy Committee. 
Prices for newly produced 
natural gas would be allowed to 
increase to $2 03 per thousand 
cubic feet immediately, scaling 
up to $3 48 by 1985 It would ex­ 
tend federal controls to sales of 
gas in the states of production 
now, but free new gas from all 
regulations in 1987 At present 
only gas sold in the interstate 
market is regulated. 
Jackson said Energy Secre­ 
tary Jam es Schlesinger, Presi­ 
dent Carter’s chief energy ad­ 
viser, did not endorse the plan 
but said he would not object to 
it. 
Sens. Jam es Pearson. R- 
Kan., and Lloyd Bentsen, D- 
Tex., leaders of the deregula­ 
tion forces, had wanted to post­ 
pone deregulation only two 
years, with interim prices 
around $2.50 per thousand cubic 
feet, and strongly opposed ex­ 
tending the controls to the in­ 
trastate market.

Girls' Club needs told 


Sandy Skinner has mixed feelings 
when she relates the story of a night she 
accidentally eavesdropped on a couple of 
girls in a primitive cabin 
They were on a Girls’ Club outing. 
Mrs Skinner, executive director, had 
followed her usual practice of “trying to 
pair a girl who is used to getting with one 
who’s never had much given to her.” 
She overheard the results. 
One girl was griping As her complaint 
list lengthened, her new friend suddenly 
interrupted She remarked on how good 
the heat from the oil stove felt. At home 
her family of eight had no heat, she ex­ 
plained 
The critic was quiet. 
Mrs. Skinner has a raft of other 
stories to elicit a range of emotions, all 
of them have been gleaned on-the-job at 
Girls’ Club the last three years. 
She has seen “children and teens who 
have really come out of shells, who used 
to be shy and withdrawn. Now they laugh 
and participate.” 
She has anguished over the disappoint­ 
ment of an eight-year-old who had saved 
for a year to go to Magic Mountain with 
the club Her mother denied permission 
when she arrived home to find dinner un­ 
prepared; the daughter had sole after- 
school responsibility for a younger 
brother and sister, cleaning house, cook­ 
ing dinner, washing dishes. 
“We all take so much for granted,” the 
director sighs. 
But she was elated at sharing the 
“thrill” of driving through Los Angeles 
at night; some of the excited children 
had never been out of Lompoc. Others 
relished their first chance to order food 
in a restaurant. 
Girls’ Club “ serves every socio­ 
economic background, every kind of 
family,” the director points out. Girls 
ages 5-18 find a multitude of programs at 
the club. 122 North G Street, and in 
special events such as summer day 
camp. 
More than 900 girls have been served in 
the last year. Day camp enrollment top­ 
ped 200 over a four-week period. The club 
director solicited donations to help 24 
girls on the waiting list get into camps 
elsewhere 
The program is “aimed at helping girls 
to develop self-esteem, become more 
aware of the community and their 
choices in such areas as careers. It’s 
really a learning as well as recreational 
facility,” Mrs. Skinner says. 
“ No girl is ever turned away.’’ 
But sometimes parents are. ‘ Those 


who want miracles with their children 
we refer to other agencies,” the director 
says firmly. 
While a remodeling project should help 
remedy some facility problems. Mrs. 
Skinner believes that "we desperately 
need a program director, a paid person 
who will stay with us.” 
The director is the only full-time paid 
professional now. Volunteers serve year- 
round. Summer brought the assistance of 
others: two from Open Road, two from 
STEP, eight from NYC. 
“We need community awareness of the 
fact that girls need everything that boys 
do—and that means sports equipment, 
recreation supplies, 
arts arid crafts 
materials, sewing and cooking sup­ 
plies." 
Transportation is limited to the direc­ 
tor’s own car, she notes. “It’s painful to 
have to turn girls down on trips because 
we just don’t have room.” 
Girls’ Club was founded in 1968. Mrs. 
Skinner became the director three years 
ago. bringing with her experience as a 
volunteer with Girl Scouts and YMCA 
and as a medical assistant some years 
ago. A single parent, her daughters, ages 
8 and 11. are active G irls’ Club 
members. 
“ I’m still learning as the job 
develops,” the director comments. She 
has attended a number of workshop and 
training sessions. 
The Rev. Kenneth Boyd, president of 
the Girls’ Club board, agrees with his 
director that “lack of money makes it 
very difficult to offer the variety of 
programs we would like.” 
“There is a great need," he says simp­ 
ly 
The $22,000 Girls’ Club budget received 
$5,500 from the Lompoc Valley United 
Way (formerly United Fund) last year. 
It had asked for $8,000. The final amount 
this year depends on the community 
meeting an $86,000 overall goal for 
United Way, which serves 15 member 
agencies.

“Looking at young people today,” 
Virginia Sands says, “I know that they 
have a dream, too.” 
And Virginia understands dreams. 
Because dreams took her and husband 
DeVere all around the country from one 
end to the other several times before she 
bdflame business manager of Lompoc 
Record Publications in 1973 and a 
member of the board of directors within 
the next year 
Pleasant-mannered, with a smile that 
crinkles her eyes and a ready laugh that 
comes right up from her toes, she tells 
you about not only the dreams but also 
the tough times before, after and in- 
between that make for a heap of living. 
She and DeVere grew up on the 
neighboring farms of Cassville, Mo. 
Newly married, with no practical 
training or experience, earning enough 
money to live on was a very real 
problem. 
DeVere found a job driving a wagon 
that picked up dead animals and carted 
them away. 
It paid $1 a day. 
When he became ill, they still had to 
have the $1 to live on so Virginia would 
take the load. 
One time she had to shoot a horse that 
had sleeping sickness. 
Doing that “was almost the death of 
m e,” she recalls. 
“ But we’re from hardy stock, I’ll tell 
you!” 
As many young couples, then and now, 
they made several attempts to get away 
from home. 
At first, briefly, they got as far as 
Tulsa. Okla. where DeVere tried to sell 
vacuum cleaners. But in one month when 
he only sold one which earned him $25 
“we got a little hungry,” she says. 
They saw an advertisement in the 
paper that a magician needed assistants. 
They got the job after posting the $25 
bond he said was necessary. (What it 
turned out to be necessary for was get- 
ting the m a g i c i a n to his next 
engagement.) 
A hypnotist, the magician and his two 
assistants 
(Virginia 
and DeVere) 
perofmred during intermissions at 
movie houses. 
The magician rented a cabin for them 
and bought their food and gas from one 
town to the next. 
But he paid them no money. 
So it was back to the farm again. 
In 1941 they came to California with no 
job, no prospects and very little money. 
DeVere worked at Douglas Aircraft in 
Santa Monica and later as a standby 
painter at MGM Studios until Karen 
(now 31 and living in Denver) was born 
and they decided to go back to the farm 
again. 
It took only a year for them to lose all 
the money they’d saved. 
They built a little house and put in a 
“cash” crop of 11,000 tomato plants. 
First a big rain washed them out. And 
when they replanted, it hailed. 
Although the tomatoes looked all right 
on the outside they had rot in the middle 
and couldn’t be sold. 
Out of 11,000 plants, Virginia canned 30 
quarts of tomatoes. 
Enough of farming again 
Another dream took them back to 
Tulsa in 1946 where for four months they 
operated a little airport. Then it was 
back to Santa Monica and the MGM 
stuidos for DeVere another year. 
From there to Wichita, Kans. and back 
to Tulsa where they opened a children’s 
clothing shop in 1953 and sold it in 1957 
when DeVere had another dream. 
He designed and built a steam cleaner 
which he got someone to manufacture 
while he went on the road to sell them. 
The Citation steam cleaner manufac­ 
turing plant they started is still in opera­ 
tion but it’s no longer theirs. 
They had put everything they owned 
into the steam cleaners. And lost it. 
Daughter Marcia, who lives in Lom­ 
poc also came along in 1957 and while 
she was a baby Virginia worked in the 
safe deposit department of the National 
Bank of Tulsa 
From there to Denver where she was 
bookkeeper for the Assured Credit Corp 
and DeVere worked in aerospace. 
In 1964 they moved to Warren, Mich, 
with DeVere again in aerospace and she 
as a bookkeeper-secretary. 
Back to California they came in 1971 
with Virginia working in the accounting 
department of Pea Soup Andersen's in 
Buellton until she joined the Record two 
years later.

The project will include the 
development of a new reser­ 
voir, a new well with pumping 
equipm ent, and iron and 
manganese filtration system as 
required by the State Dept, of 
Health, transmission facilities, 


development of a utility road 
and purchase of the reservoir 
site, pipeline and rights of way. 
Funds from the FmHA will 
also cover administrative and 
contingency fees, a district 
spokesman said. 
The BCSD has been in the 
throes of attempting to arrange 
financing for the expansion and 
improvement of the town's 
water system since December 
of 1976. The district began its 
quest for funds at first on the 
state level and then turned to 
federal sources. 
The district, in essence, was 
turned down in its application 
for funding under the Safe 
Water Drinking Act, because of 
the assessed valuation of the 
district. The district at the pre­ 
sent time has a $6 million 
secured valuation and $621,995 
unsecured valuation. 
District secretary Louise 
Rogers said the state people ap­ 
parently felt the assessed 
valuation of the district was too

OAKLAND - (NEA) - The Oakland Raiders, the most successful organiza­ 
tion in professional football, are the blue collar team of American sports. 
Their coach always looks like he finished the midnight shift at the foundry - 
Jim Murray once likened him to a float in a Macy s Thanksgiving parade 
and 
his press conferences are liberally sprinkled with a four-letter word beginning 
with “ s” (though he once taught school). As recently as three years ago. be 
said chauvinistically he would never tolerate women media types around his 
scholars - “ they got no place in sports “ 
Their owner still wears leisure outfits — he had one on for their opening 
game — and occasionally trots out a suit with thin lapels and narrow cuffs. He 
has been heard to order antipasto in an elegant French restaurant. 
Their athletes have traditionally been among the most recalcitrant in the 
world of fun and games and have included hopheads, rapists, forgers, bar 
brawlers, and drunks Their idea of dressing up is shoes instead of sandals, but 
without socks

It is the only team among the 28 in the National Football League which 
doesn’t train in the pristine setting of a college campus 
It headquarters in­ 
stead at a motel off the highway in Santa Rosa, and the owner is about to buy 
the place 
It is also the only team among the 28 in the NFL which doesn t have a public 
relations director The man to see if you want to find out anything about the 
Raiders is Al LoCasale. who is nominally listed as Executive Assistant — but it 
is never made exactly clear whom he is assistant to. He is short - his exact

LoCasale is the one indispensable man in the Raiders organization, the man 
who handles every detail from travel plans to doling out photographs to passing 
out Christmas gifts to bawling out the referees if they ca 1 too " 1*"yPcnaltlJ* 
against his team. He is also the buffer between the public and Al Davis the 
rather complex man who alone is responsible for the growth of*i t ea m which 
played in a makeshift high school stadium when he arrived in 1963 to the most 
successful organization in the big business of the NFL 
Davis, who owns the greatest single chunk of the club and dotes on th 
phrase “ Pride and Poise,” to describe the team , calls all the shots, right down 
to the design of the gaudy $2,000-plus rings which were rewarded to the Super 
Bowl champions

The “ organization” dominates all thinking — there are no clocks in the 
builing off the Nimitz Freeway which houses the Raider offices and there are 
no windows to the outside world, except in Davis upstairs com er office. But

It is a unique that from a team which has compiled the most successful won 
and lost record over the last 14 seasons, not one single assistant codtn ha>> 
ever progressed to a head coaching job in another city 
The Raiders foster the mystique that they perpetuate their dynasty by urn an- 
nv recognition of unknown talent. But their entire defensive line, plus the two 
backup men. and two of their starting linebackers, and an all-time all-pro cor­ 
ner back (Willie Brown) were culled from the rosters of other team s where

Horvitz. director of the 
F e d e ra l M ed iatio n and 
Conciliation Service, recessed 
contract talks indefinitely over 
the weekend so both sides could 
“reappraise their positions." 
Dockworkers Monday con­ 
tinued to unload general cargo 


freighters, ships carrying per­ 
ishable goods and passenger 
ships at every port except New 
Orleans, where the docks were 
deserted by militant workers 
demanding a full walkout. 
The New Orleans longshore­ 
men said they would meet to­ 
day to decide if they will comp­ 
ly with the national strike. 
* The ILA called the limited 
strike against container opera­ 
tions in an effort to get 
guarantees against further lay­ 
offs due to labor-saving contain- 
erization systems, which have 
left thousands of dockworkers 
out of work. 
Other issues in the dispute in­ 
clude an increase in base pay 
from $8 to $10 an hour. 


East gets . 
early chill

An early fall chill was in the 
air across most of the eastern 
two-thirds of the nation to­ 
day.

Carter's amnesty plan ends today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Carter’s amnesty 
program for Vietnam-era 
veterans ends tonight. Only 
about 15 per cent of those with 
undesirable discharges who 
stand to gain the most have 
sought to take advantage of it. 
A special center in St. Louis 
that has been handling tele­ 
phone inquiries will stop taking 
applications at 8 p.m. EDT, 
when the six-month program 
Carter established to fulfill a 
campaign pledge will formally 
close. 
In announcing that fact, Pen­ 
tagon spokesmen who termed 
the program “a success" 
released figures which showed 
that most of those who had been 
barred from veterans’ benefits 
because of undesirable dis­ 


charges ignored the program. 
A total of 161,000 veterans 
who received undesirable dis­ 
charges in the Vietnam war 
years were eligible. As of Sept. 
27, only 25,009 had applied. 
Of those, discharges for 
13,046 so far have been up­ 
graded to honorable, giving 
them access to such benefits as 
home loans and GI bill educa­ 
tion grants, and several thou­ 
sand are still awaiting con­ 
sideration. 
Whether those so far upgrad­ 
ed will receive the benefits is 
still not definite. Legislation 
that would specifically require 
a case-by-case review of up­ 
graded discharges before the 
Veterans Administration could 
grant the benefits is now on 
Carter’s desk.

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Prison escapees want to 
help overthrow Marcos 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
influential Filipino dissidents 
who escaped from a Manila 
prison camp last weekend hope 
to stay in the United States to 
work to overthrow Philippine 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
and "restore democracy” to 
their homeland. 
Eugenio Lopez Jr., former 
publisher of the defunct Manila 
Chronicle, and Sergio Osmena 
№, grandson of the Philippine 
president during World War II, 
applied for political asylum 
Monday and were granted tem­ 
porary freedom pending a deci­ 
sion by U.S. immigration of­ 
ficials. 
At a news conference several 
hours la te r , they denied 
charges they plotted to kill 
Marcos and reports that any 
U.S. authorities had helped 
them escape. 
They also promised not to 
keep silent during their stay in 
the United States. 
"We have joined the Move­ 


ment for a Free Philippines,” 
Lopez said. "Serge and I have 
agreed that we will have to do 
our best to overthrow that 
tyrant back in Manila and 
restore dem ocracy to our 
country. 
“I don’t think we escaped to 
this country to live a life of 
Riley, but rather to be able to 
do something concrete and ef­ 
fective to tell the American 
people about what is really hap­ 
pening back home and then 
hopefully to be able to do 
something to bring about the 
rapid ouster of that dictator 
back home.” 
Lopez also said he and 
Osmena "welcome, dare and 
challenge” Marcos to ask for 
their return, claiming he could 
not produce evidence justifying 
the request. 
Steve Psinakis, an American 
married to Lopez’ sister who 
also helped plan and carry out 
their escape, said leaders of his 
movement had discussed and 


Couple kiss, jump 
off famous bridge 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The couple who kissed and, 
hand-in-hand, leaped to their 
deaths from the Golden Gate 
Bridge in the span’s first double 
suicide have been identified as 
a 28-year-old man and his 23- 
year-old niece. 
M arin County C oroner’s 
deputies, who investigated the 
case because their bodies 
landed on a road on the north 
side of the bridge, said Monday 
that the victims were Bayani 
Lingat Mariano and Elizabeth 
M Cocjin, both of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The deputies said the deaths 
came as "a complete surprise" 
to their relatives. 
A note found in Mariano’s 


van, found parked at the bridge 
toll place on the San Francisco 
side, said: 
"Perhaps life has been too 
vivid for my spirit. I know there 
are distinctions within and 
without. Something else has 
called my being and I just can­ 
not refuse the offer. 
"I love you all and wish I 
could stay, but I must hurry — 
the suspense is killing me. 
Bayani.” 
Guy Anderson, who witnessed 
Saturday’s leap, said he saw the 
couple kiss several times, clasp 
hands and jump backwards to 
their deaths. 
The suicides were the 612th 
and 613th in the bridge’s 40-year 
history.

Capp enraged feminists with 
his portrayal of big-chested, 
leggy women who ranged from 
the All-American sweetheart, 
Daisy Mae, to the earthy 
Moonbeam McSwine. 


AMES, Iowa (UPI) - Ice­ 
bergs could be a nearly inex­ 
haustible source of fresh water 
but the technology for moving 
the bergs from Antarctica to 
arid regions has yet to be 
developed, scientists said Mon­ 
day. 
The prospects and problems 
of using icebergs as a new 
source of fresh water were dis­ 
cussed Monday at the opening 
session for the F irst Inter­ 
national Conference on Iceberg 
Utilization. 
"I do think the enthusiasm 
that’s been shown for this 
(project) should be tempered 
by the fact that a great deal of 
research that has been recom­ 
mended has not been done. 
This, I think, could have a 
significant impact on whether 
iceberg towing will be done in 
the future,” Dr. Wilford Weeks, 
a pioneer in the field of 
icebergs, told the conference. 
Weeks, author of one of the 
earliest scientific papers on the 
prospect of iceberg towing, said 
the Antarctic ice shelf produces 
1,000 cubic kilometers of fresh­ 
water ice every year, a quantity 
he said could provide a nearly 
inexhaustible supply of fresh 
water. He added, however, that 
the concept of towing huge 
icebergs across thousands of 
miles of ocean must be tested 
and proven technically and 
economically feasible. 
Potential engineering prob­ 
lems formed the basis of pes- 
sismism about the project’s 
possible success. 
Dr. Henri Bader, former 
director of the U.S. Army Cold 
Region Research and Engineer­ 
ing Laboratory, said engineers 


have been too hasty in assessing 
the feasibility of iceberg utiliza­ 
tion, and said some have "taken 
off on their own into the wild 
b lu e 
y o n d e r 
w ith o u t 
collaborating with scientists 
knowledgable about icebergs.” 
" I’m not saying it will not 
work,” Bader said. "I’m saying 
the chances are not very good.” 
The conference at Iowa State 
University has brought together 
scien tists from nearly 20 


countries. It is being underwrit­ 
ten mainly by Saudla Arabia’s 
Prince Mohamed al Faisal, who 
wants to launch a pilot expedi­ 
tion to Antarctica to tow a 100- 
million-ton iceberg to the Ara­ 
bian peninsula. 
Faisal said in an interview he 
is o p tim istic about the 
proposal, but added, "Let us not 
look at it strictly optimistically 
without asking whether we are 
sure it can be done.” 
Ford Motor Co. 
to cut car prices 


DETROIT (UPI) - Ford 
Motor Co. is cutting sticker 
prices by as much as 9.1 per 
cent on its new fuel-efficient 
subcompact models in an es­ 
calation of a budding 1978 sales 
war against the Japanese im­ 
ports. 
Following the lead of industry 
pacesetter General Motors, 
Ford announced reductions 
Monday of up to $323 in the 
suggested retail prices of its 
1978 Pinto, Mustang II and Mer­ 
cury Bobcat models. 
Also like GM, however, Ford 
will be announcing price in­ 
creases on the intermediate and 
full-sized models that go on dis­ 
play in dealer showrooms Fri­ 
day, a company spokesman 
said. GM raised prices an 
average 5.7 per cent last month. 
Ford vice president Ben 
Bidwell said the small car 
reductions will enable the No. 2 
automaker "to compete agres- 
sively in the price-sensitive 


smaller car market — particu­ 
larly against the Japanese sub­ 
compacts — and to encourage 
the purchase of more small, 
fuel-efficient cars.” 
GM already has announced 
price cuts on its popular 
Chevrolet Chevette minicar and 
some of its downsized inter­ 
mediates. 
But Ford laid claim to the 
cheapest domestic model on the 
market by giving its Pinto Pony 
a sticker price of $2,996, just $4 
less than the bottom -line 
Chevette. 
Most of the rollbacks will be 
accomplished by offering previ­ 
ously optional equipment such 
as power disk brakes, tinted 
glass and rear window defros­ 
ters as standard equipment, 
Ford said. 
The biggest reductions on the 
subcompacts will be imple­ 
mented in eight western states, 
not including California, 


Ancient feud explodes 
on professor's doorstep 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
ancient feud between the Turks 
and the Armenians came home 
Monday to a university profes­ 
sor who specializes in Turkish 
history. It literally exploded on 
his doorstep 
A crude but powerful bomb 
blasted the home of UCLA Prof. 
Stanford J Shaw. 47, while he. 
his wife and their 7-year-old 
daughter slept. 


No one was injured. 
The blast hurled the front 
door across the street, tore a 
hole in the wall, tossed a metal 
awning into the street, sprayed 
debris onto the roofs of nearby 
homes, broke the windshield of 
Mrs. Shaw’s car parked in the 
street and shattered windows of 
nearby houses 
Several hours later, a man 
with a thick foreign accept 
calle d the U nited P re ss 
In ternational 
bureau and 
claimed responsibility for the 


explosion, saying it was the 
work of the "Armenian Group 
of 28 which has in the past as­ 
sassinated the Turkish ambas­ 
sador to Paris.” 
(Ismail Erez. Turkish ambas­ 
sador to France, and his chauf­ 
feur where shot to death by 
gunmen on a crowded bridge in 
Paris on Oct 24. 1975 It came 
two days after the murder of 
the Turkish ambassador to 
Austria in Vienna 
Respon­ 
sibility for the killings was 
claimed by both Greek Cypriot 
and A rm e n ia n te r r o r is t 
groups.) 
Shaw told police he had 
received threats for the past 
two years from students of 
Armenian and Greek descent 
over his teaching of the history 
of Turkey, which has waged bit­ 
ter struggles with both nations 
for generations 
Shaw said he tries to teach 
history objectively and clarify 
"the truth as I see it.”

girl who survived the surgical 
separation from her Siamese 
twin, even though the child 
remained in critical condition.

Somali insurgents closing ring 
around last holdout in Ethiopia 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Somali insurgents appear to be 
closing a lethal ring around the 
Ethiopian city of Harar, a 
major anchor of the belea­ 
guered government’s last line 
of defense. 
Only 250 m iles from the 
Ethiopian capital. Harar has 
become an objective of both 


military and symbolic impor­ 
tance to the Somalis. 
Its loss would leave only one 
town — Dire Dawa — in Ethio­ 
pian hands in the Ogaden area 
and virtually complete the 
Somali conquest that has been 
engulfing large parts of lower 
Ethiopia over the last three 
months 


Festival named for saint 
new experiment in SF 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Modest crowds of music lovers 
last weekend were witness to 
the birth of a new kind of jazz 
festival. 
Several things about it were 
unusual and, taken together, 
they added up to a novel and no­ 
ble experiment. 
The First Annual St. Francis 
Jazz Festival was named and 
timed for the city’s patron 
saint, Francis of Assisi, whose 
feast day falls on Oct. 4. 
Festival promoters are among 
those urging the mayor’s office 
to upgrade the occasion into an 
expanded citywide arts and 
music fair. 


Also a departure for the 
festival format, after expenses 
for bringing on among other 
luminaries trumpeter Dizzie 
Gillespie, guitarist-singer Ken­ 
ny Rankin and flutist Hubert 
Laws, the extra money all went 
to church and community 
charity projects and to provide 
scholarships for Bay Area high 
school students to study jazz. 
The most spectacular depar­ 
ture, though, was the setting: 
The interior of Gothic, towering 
Grace Cathedral, the Episcopal 
house of worship on Nob Hill 
where Bishop James A. Pike 
preached his unorothodox 
theology and where the jazz 
mass was pioneered in the 
1960s 
At least twice previously 


major jazz performances have 
been given in the cavernous 
cathedral with its chalky smells 
of cool stone. Duke Ellington 
performed there in 1965 and in 
the same year Vince Guaraldi 
premiered his "Sacred Con­ 
cert” under the structure's 100- 
foot-high ceilings. 


Tiny crooks 
caught in act 


LONDON (UPI) - The 
Latimer Road gang, London’s 
teeniest bunch of criminals, has 
been busted by police. 
Patrolmen keeping watch on 
the Latimer Road area of sub­ 
urban Shepherds Bush spotted 
the gang clim bing into a 
nufsery school and sneaking out 
again with arms full of bacon, 
bread and butter from the 
school kitchen. 
They gave up without a fight 
and police hustled off the five 
members of the mob to the 
local station. 
Police said the leader is a 7- 
year-old boy. With him was his 
6-year-old girlfriend, another 
girl aged 7, and a 6-year-old 
boy. The youngest villain was a 
jam-smeared girl of 3, police 
said. 
Police said all five - who 
were not further identified — 
were given milk and biscuits, a 
scolding and a ride home in a 
squad car to their parents. 


Somalia’s Mogadishu radio 
reported Monday that in two 
battles last week the insurgents 
advanced to within 15 miles of 
H a r a r on th e e a s t and 
southeast. 
The radio said 115 Ethiopian 
soldiers were killed last Thurs­ 
day in a battle at Bisidimo to 
the east of the city, and 104 
Ethiopian troops were killed in 
a battle the previous day at 
Garamuto to the south. 
The insurgents rep o rted 
wounding a large number of 
Ethiopians at each battle and 
said they captured many Ethio­ 
pian weapons. 


The insurgents, who are said 
to be members of the Western 
Somali Liberation Front, also 
are believed to have a large 
force north of Harar. 
By pinching from the east and 
down from the north, it ap­ 
peared they could be near com­ 
pletion of an encircling move 
which would cut the town off 
from supplies and reinforce­ 
ments from the west. 
Last month the Somalis bat­ 
tled Ethiopian defenders for 
three weeks to capture the 
former tank base of Jijiga, 
about 60 miles east of Harar. 
The insurgents pushed out 
from the town on a rapid 
westward march that took 
them through the Marda Pass, 
considered by many analysts 
the key to holding back an in­ 
vader. 
Harar, an ancient walled 
town and headquarters of the 
Ethiopian Third Army Division 
which was defeated at Jijiga, 
lies in the hills above the 
Ogaden For this reason, some 
analysts felt it would be easier 
for the Ethiopians to defend 
than the relatively flat terrain 
around Jijiga. 
In 1936 the Italians, and later 
the British, used basically the 
same route as the Somalis are 
using to complete their con­ 
quest of Ethiopia.

When clean I 
would stiffly starch the swan, press out the excess with 
tee hands, pat the container in the back to help hold it in 
shape as it dries aad keep shaping it ever so often during 
the drying process.

Congress' year! 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - It is always 
a refreshing change to encounter a 
member of Congress who is both candid 
and conscientious, even when the com­ 
bination may embarrass his colleagues. 
Take, for instance. Rep Andy Jacobs, 
D-Ind., who has never been overly con­ 
cerned about goring sacred cows 
Jacobs, to his credit, 
was one of 45 House 
members who recent­ 
ly signed a letter to 
Speaker Tip O’Neill 
urging th at House 
leaders abandon plans 
to adjourn in October 
and hold Congress in 
s e s s i o n 
u nt i l 
Christmas. 
The letter, drafted 
by Rep Richard L Ot- 
tinger, D-N Y , was 
filled with the kind of 
lofty and righteous rhetoric congres­ 
smen perennially employ for public con­ 
sumption 
It bemoaned the magnitude of the 
problems currently confronting the 
country, cited the staggering array of 
legislation stacked up on the House 
calendar and concluded that: 
"It would be undermining the public’s 
confidence in the institution of Congress 
to adjourn so early when our nation is en­ 
during such difficult times.’’ 
Noble sentiments, no doubt, but Jacobs 
was a good deal more forthright when 
asked why he had signed the letter to 
O’Neill. "It’s a matter of earning our 
salaries," he snapped 
Precisely. This is, after all, the self­ 
same Congress which began the year by 
voting itself a $13,000 pay raise. An awful 
lot of voters found that action pretty 
hard to swallow all by itself. Imagine 
how they will feel when they discover 
they are paying every member of 
Congress $57,500 for a total of eight 
months work (The month-long August 
recess plus four shorter "non-legislative 
periods" have already eaten up two 
months). 
The principal culprit in this charade, 
as it happens, is not Tip O’Neill but his 
Senate counterpart, Majority Leader 
Robert C. Byrd. D.-W.Va., who is hell­ 
bent on proving he can rule the Senate 
more efficiently than his easy-going 
predecessor, Mike Mansfield.

Democratic senator embarrassed about 
the early adjournment target 
"The 
problem is that an awful lot of cargo is 
going to be left at the loading dock in the 
process." 
It sure is. As of late September, there 
were more than 130 bills stacked up on 
the House calendar. Only a fraction of 
those can possibly be cleared by the end 


of October. 
President C a rte r’s controversial 
Panama Canal treaties could very well 
be lost because of the abrupt adjourn­ 
ment. which will preclude a Senate vote 
before January or February 
The administration has realized all 
along that the new treaties would be hard 
to sell under the best of circumstances 
Winning ratification in an election year 
will be a Herculean task, given the 
political sensitivity of the canal issue. 
Since this is only the first session of the 
95th Congress, legislation which has not 
been enacted by the adjournment date 
will not die. But the backlog of un­ 
finished bills will make it very difficult, 
when Congress returns in January, to 
find time to address major new 
proposals like Carter’s welfare reform 
package and his promised tax reform 
bill. 


Next year, unlike 1977, is indeed an 
election year and members will be chaf­ 
ing at the bit to go home and campaign 
The leadership, always solicitous where 
the political survival of the flock is at 
stake, will no doubt accommodate 
Congress with numerous “ non­ 
legislative periods 


The only losers, then as now. will be 
the taxpayers. Whoever said we don’t 
have public financing of congressional 
campaigns9 T hat’s all the $57.500 
salaries amount to at this point. 


WASHINGTON - Not long ago, the 
General Services Administration cheer­ 
fully supplied the Soviet embassy with an 
"Inventory and Summary" of some of 
the Pentagon’s most sensitive computer 
locations. 
The obliging GSA volunteered, in the 
spirit of detente, that its staff would be 
"happy to assist you if 
t h e r e 
a r e 
any 
questions.” No doubt 
the Soviets are curious 
about the secret com­ 
puters. which track 
ship movements on 
the high seas and 
provide the Joint 
Chiefs with critical in- 
f o r m a t i o n 
a b o u t 
m a j o r 
w e a p o n s 
systems 
Some experts fear 
that the computer 
sites lack adequate controls and that top- 
secret messages might be intercepted. 
As early as 1974, the Systems Develop­ 
ment Corporation warned that the com­ 
puters "contain security deficiencies" 
and that “ the entire system is 
vulnerable." 
Our investigation has established, in 
fact, that various federal agencies fur­ 
nish the Soviets with a massive volume 
of technical information. This amounts 
to over-the-counter espionage, with the 
cordial cooperation of the U.S. govern­ 
ment. 
Through this mass espionage effort, 
the Soviets dredge up tons of raw infor­ 
mation “I would guess 90 per cent of it 
is worthless,” one U.S. official told us. 
"But it’s the remaining 10 per cent that 
worries us." 
Here’s how it works: The two govern­ 
ments have agreed to exchange "of­ 
ficial” publications. 
Each year, the 
United States delivers between 10,000 
and 12.000 government documents to the 
Lenin State Library in Moscow 
The 
Soviet Union, in turn, sends a similar 
shipment of Russian periodicals to the 
Library of Congress in Washington. 
In quality if not quantity, the Soviets 
benefit the most from the exchange. 
These are documents, however, that 
neither side regards as sensitive. 
But 
the Soviets also r e c e i v e f r om 
Washington a monthly master list of all 
non-classified docum ents that the 
federal government publishes. 
Some 
contain details that would be classified 
in any other country, such as the location 
of the computer terminals. 
The master list is indexed so the 
Soviets can easily determine which ad­ 
ditional publications might contain 
valuable information. Soviet agents may 
purchase these directly or use sur­ 
rogates to allay suspicion. Here are a 
few incidents we have uncovered: 
— Two Soviet officials made separate 
approaches recently to the Office of 
Technology Assessment for a report on 
nuclear proliferation. They also asked to 
be put on the mailing list. Now all this 
office’s reports are delivered to the 
Soviet embassy by the mailman. 
— Czechoslovakia and Hungary quietly 
signed up for 10,000 selective reports 
each year from the National Technical 
Information Service. The two countries 


are completely under Soviet domination ; 
both were put on the mailing list. 
— Soviet representatives arranged 
with the Geological Survey Office to 
send detailed maps, surveys, geological 
d at a and o t h e r i n f o r m a t i o n to 
‘‘academ ies’’ and ‘‘in stitu tes’’ in 
Moscow. The agency happily complied. 
— The Soviets receive the official Pa­ 
tent Gazette, a weekly publication, 
which lists all the new patents granted 
by the government. Agents can pick up 
the specific patents that interest them. 
The locations of the computer sites 
were listed in an obscure publication en­ 
titled "Inventory and Summary of 
Federal ADP Activities." But the docu­ 
ment wasn’t so obscure that the Soviets 
missed it. 
The General Services Ad­ 
ministration received a polite letter 
from the Soviet embassy. 
“I shall appreciate it very much," 
wrote an embassy official, “ if you can 
spare a copy of your recent publication, 
‘Inventory and Summary of Federal 
ADP Activities.’ 
Thanking you in ad­ 
vance for your cooperation." The sen­ 
sitive document was mailed to the em­ 
bassy. with an accompanying "happy to 
assist” letter. 
The G eneral Accounting Office, 
meanwhile, warned the Pentagon in 1975 
and again in 1976 that the security of this 
computer system was inadequate. This 
caused Reps. John Moss, D-Calif., and 
Charles Rose, D-N.C., to question the 
Pentagon about the security problems. 
Moss received a private, reassuring 
letter from Lt. Gen. Lee Paschall, the 


defense com m unications director, 
stating: “I believe that the sensitive in­ 
formation stored and processed in these 
systems is secure from unauthorized dis­ 
closures or misuse as a result of exten­ 
sive physical and environmental controls 
employed.” 
Unimpressed, Moss scribbled a-note to 
his top investigator on Paschall’s letter, 
declaring. "This general has got to be 
kidding. This is a polite, but not smart, 
brush off." 
Moss is concerned that an enemy could 
intercept a top-secret message while it is 
being transmitted from one computer to 
another. He is also worried that anyone 
with access to the computer terminals 
could be bribed or blackmailed into turn­ 
ing over information to an enemy. But 
General Paschall also assured us in a 
telephone interview that all communica­ 
tions links are secured with cryp­ 
tographic equipment. 
In their vacuum-cleaner search for 
technical information, meanwhile, the 
Soviets also attend conventions of such 
vital industries as aeronautics and 
electronics. 
The National Computer 
Conference always attracts Soviet 
representatives who load up on the 
technological handouts. 
Congressional sources tell us that the 
Soviets send people to monitor military 
and technological hearings on Capitol 
Hill. 
The Soviets also subscribe to 
technical magazines. They gather infor­ 
mation from a thousand sources in a 
thousand ways, most of it without really 
violating our espionage laws.

Did you ever have a dream in which 
you walked along a path until, suddenly, 
without warning you fell off the edge of 
the world and down, down, down into a 
bottomless void? It’s related, perhaps to 
the ancient belief, long since disproved, 
that the world was flat. 
Soci et y m ay be 
headed for a reallife

apocalyptic scenario, 
if the statements of 
some of our best 
leaders come to frui­ 
tion. The thought is 
mind bo gg li ng, so 
much so that scarcely 
a contingency plan of 
any merit has been 
proposed. The fright of 
it all may have frozen 
us into inaction. 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson 
mentioned the fateful possibility some 
weeks ago, touched on it in passing on 
another occasion, but since then has been 
strangely silent. 
The truth is that we plunge down the 
corridors of time, unaware or oblivious 
to the vast emptiness of the unknown. 
Let’s join hands as the end approaches. 
What is all this? What am I talking 
about? Maybe it is best summed up by 
Davidson’s comments that I mentioned 
"We seem to be predicating everything 
on the assumption that the world will end 
with the year 2000,” he said. That was as 
clearcut a warning of impending disaster 
as I’ve heard, but it fell on deaf ears. 
The remark came in the wake of 
several statements referring to the year 
2000: So much state project water will 
satisfy our needs until the year 2000 
What happens after that fateful year? 
Will we be fighting in the streets over 
water? Or buying it on the black market? 
No one has addressed the question 
Planners talk about the available 
empty land in Lompoc satisfying our 
needs for expansion until the year 2000 
After that year, will we blockade the 
entrances of the city and prevent any 
new citizens? Or perhaps banish parents 
with newborn? 
County, state and federal government 
are also adding to the problem, by simp­ 
ly not addressing the vacuum that seems 
so inevitable after the year 2000. 
It’s kind of frightening. When you con­ 
sider that when we reach the year 2000, 
it’ll be a whole new ball game. 


In typically cavalier fashion, the 
County Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment has done it again. The department 
will hold a public hearing on Oct. 27 to 
consider proposals for the increase of 
fees for use of facilities at Lake 
Cachuma and Jalama Beach. That’s not 
bad in itself, but included is an increase 


from 50 cents to $1 for bringing in a dog 
The Proctors have a dog, but our friends 
have four cats and they’re delighted with 
the fact that they can take all of the furry 
felines in without any fee at all. Some 
witty observers have suggested that the 
fee is really for a pet, irregardless of the 
type, but a dog is hard to hide, while a 
cat can be almost invisible. 


Time was when the big push in most 
areas was to consolidate adjacent com­ 
munities into the realm of one regional 
wastewater treatm ent system. That 
made sense Readers may recall that 
that was the philosophy behind the Lom­ 
poc Regional Wastewater Treatment 
Plant. Since the new plant on Central 
Avenue was opened, Vandenberg Air 
Force Base announced it was joining the 
program and officials of Lompoc Utility 
Services Co., vowed that they would br­ 
ing Mission Hills in also. 
Now comes a gentle shift of sorts in 
state thinking In a press release of a 
week ago from the State Water 
Resources Control Board in Sacramento 
that shift was spelled out: "Even while 
administering the largest public works 
program in California, the State Water 
Resources Control Board is looking for 
other, less expensive environmentally 
acceptable ways to handle sewage in 
rural communities,” 
Developers of a major housing project 
near Lompoc say they have tentative 
okay from various authorities to use sep­ 
tic tanks on their ranchette development 
rather than join the regional plant. 
The release out of Sacramento notes: 
"The cost of installing and operating 
conventional sewer systems and treat­ 
ment plants has skyrocketed This due to 
inflation, material shortages and higher 
energy and labor rates. 
Ken Jones, secretary of the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board in San Luis 
Obispo, agrees with this declaration. 
"The cost of putting sewer mains in the 
street is very expensive per capita, and 
high in comparison to the cost of the 
regional plant itself," he said last week. 
However, Jones was pessimistic that 
the state could change completely or 
would want to change completely. He 
said, "maybe we re hooked” on the 
sewer programs we have now, and noted 
that it was economical for high density 
areas to be in a regional program and 
less necessary for less dense areas such 
as lots of an acre or more. 


For sheer attentiveness to detail, the 
kudos this week have to go to the office 
of Gray Davis, aide to Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. Monday, that was Oct. 3, an 
aide to Davis called to make sure that 
someone from the governor’s office had 
delivered the information on the gover­ 
nor’s appointments to the County For- 


mation Commission. The governor acted 
a week ago and someone in the office, in 
fact, two members of the governor’s 
staff, individually called with the same 
information. Fact of the m atter is that I 
had talked with several people in the 
governor’s office relative to getting the 
word once the governor acted. It didn’t 
occur to me that each of the people I 
talked with would act independently to 
convey the information I needed.
